The invention is directed to scanning lenses system for a laser printer. 
Claims 1 and 3 identify the uniquely distinct features of " wherein each f8 

satisfied conditions: 0.0 < fa/fd < 0.20: and 0.75 < fa/fq < 1 .20, where, fa represents a 
focal length of the f6 lens in the main scanning direction: fd represents a focal length of 
said diffraction lens structure in the main scanning direction: and fg represents a focal 
length of said glass lens in the main scanning direction." The closest prior art Kamikubo 
(US 6,124,962) and Lizuka (US 6,028,668); teaches a conventional scanning optical 
system; either singularly or in combination with other cited reference fails to anticipate 
or render the above underlined limitations obvious (when used with other claimed 
limitations, also see applicant's persuasive argument filed on 9/1 3/2004, page 5-1 1 , 
response under 37 CFR 1.111). 

Page 4, lines 7-17, specification of the present invention states that the above 
underline configuration would resulted in: a) lateral chromatic aberration is 
compensated by the diffraction lens structure; b) color drift of printed images due to 
variation of wavelengths of the laser beams for respective color, and due to uneven 
distribution of temperature inside the printer can be suppressed, and c) the color images 
can be printed accurately.
